1. Claims 1-29, 46-49 and 51 are allowed.

None of the prior art teaches the plurality of organic light emitting diode (OLED) 
modules electrically connected in series, each of said OLED module comprises an organic layer, 
which emits light when activated, and an alternating current (AC) power source electrically 
connected to and providing an AC voltage directly to the plurality of OLED modules, said 
voltage and said current having a waveform characteristic.
